Seven thousand skeins of silk were 
used in the work, and the lady has 
been almost constant! engaged upon 
it during the past eighteen dnt.

Une 
of the most attractive cases in the 
pavillion comes from the land of 
tlowers. lt has been prepared 
and placed in position by a noble-heart- 
ed southern woman who lost friends, 
relatives, and fortune in the war, but 
who still loves and glories in her coun- 
try.

C. Laros, 
a brother of the prisoner, ‘asked him 
whether he knew anything about the 
affair, amd he replied that if he knew 
anything about it he would tell. The 
officers then began to search the house, 
and while, they were engaged in this, 
abuut ten minutes after the urrest had 
been made, Laros suddenly called out, 
“I did it.” Mr. Sandt, one of the jury- 
men, andthe oificers then went into 
the room, and the prisoner made the 
following confession, which was re- 
duced to writing and signed on the 


spot: 

Pe] did it; the money is out between 
the outhouses and the sheep stable ; 
this was done on Wednesday evening, 
the same night that I put the poison in 
the coffee-pot ; I knew he (his father) 
had money, but did not ‘know how 
much ; I took the money before I put 
the poison in the coffee- “pot ; I took 
Schug’s money,too, but don’t know how 
much; I took none of his papers; I did 
this so that they mightall be dead, so 
that I could do with the money what- 
ever I pleased—that nothing - more 
would be said about it ; I confess also 
that the money taken from the 
place a a ‘time . ago took, 
too; [ don't know how much 
it was, but gota it was $50 or $60; I 
took a swallow of the coffee too I was 
just as sick as I pretended tobi __ I only 
drank it to throw them off sur icioning 
me; I took a false oath this a!ternoon; 
I know it is very wrong what I have 
done; I ask youto pray for me, and I 
want all God’s people to pray for me; 
I have no wife or children; my name 
is Allen Cl aros; I took the seats out 
of my fetbers drawer and put it in 
Moses Schug’s ket-book i in his chest 
in the garret; Schug’s pocket-book was 
anew one and father’s an old one; this 
is my confession true and faithful, 
mad Yn the presence of Samuel Sandt, 
jr.. William Bitters and Geo. Schooley.
